ROLLA, Mo., June 23—Four of 
the five faculty members of the 
School of Mines and Metallurgy, 
whose transfer to the University 
of Missouri at Columbia was or- 
dered by the university's Board of 
Curators June 3, replied today to 
the curators’ charge that they op- 
posed and obstructed the adminis- 
trative policies of the schogl. 
They made counter-charges of un- 
fair and discriminatory treatment 
against the university administra- 
tion, represented here by Dean 
Curtis L. Wilson. 

The fifth of the affected educa- 
tors was not available for com- 
ment, being in California, 

The Board of Curators, meeting 
at Columbia yesterday, issued a 
statement to the effect that “its 
own investigation of administra- 
tive difficulies at the School of 
Mines” had shown that the trouble 
“stemmed from locally organized 
opposition in Rolla to the adminis- 
tration of the School of Mines as a 
division of the university, notwith- 
standing that by law it is made a 
division of the university. 

Chaiges of Curators. 

“For some time,“ 
charged, “a few of the past and 
present members of the (Rolla) 
faculty have been so closely asso- 
ciated with the opposition to the 
general administrative policies of 
the school that some have been 
led to oppose and obstruct the ad- 
ministration of any executive head 
of the school who differed from 
their point of view. As long as 
such a condition of active internal 
dissension is allowed to continue, 
the administration of the school 
cannot be effective, and inevitably

Haircuts Would Be $1, Shaves

The barbers’ union will attempt 
to put a uniform charge on hair- 
cuts and shaves in shops in the 
St. Louis area, it was announced 
today. 
minimum charge for haircuts be 
raised from 85 cents to $1 and the 
minimum charge for shaves be 
raised from 50 cents to 75 cents. 

Most of the downtown shops 
will not be affected by the rise as 
they have been charging $1 for 
haircuts and 75 cents for shaves 
since last August. About three- 
fourths of the union shops, most- 
ly located in or near residential 
areas, will be affected by the rise. 

The new hike in prices was 
voted on last night by Local 102, 
AFL, and will be included in the 
work contract to be submitted to 
the employers next Tuesday.

WARSAW, June 23. (UP) — Com- 
munism’s makers of foreign pol- 
icy planned cold war strategy: to- 
day in a closely-guarded meeting 
in a seventeenth century palace 
five miles outside Warsaw. 

An official, communique, issued 
a‘ter the first session of the con- 
ference, said that foreign min- 
isters of Russia and seven of its 
eastern European satellites were 
attending. 

The Soviet Union’s V. M. Molo- 
tov, who arrived with three plane- 
loads of aids and advisers, ap- 
peared to be in charge. Author- 
itative Communist sources said 
the principal purpose of the meet- 
ing would be to draft an answer 
to the gix-power agreement of the 
western Allies reached at a reeent 
London conference. 

Held in Old Palace. 

Representatives of Poland, Hun- 
gary, Czechoslovakia, Romania, 
Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania 
were on hand, the communique 
said. The conference, described 
by a Balkan diplomat as “the big- 
gest and most important since the 
war,” was held in cream-colored 
Wilanow Palace, once the seat of 
Polish kings. 

Some reports said the top Ital- 
ian and French Communists, Pal 
miro Togliatti and Jacques Duclos, 
also were present. But this was 
denied by sources close to the 
conference. They said that it 
would not deal with Cominform 
matters. 5 

Complete secrecy was clamped 
on the conference, which a Polish 
souree said would last until Fri- 
day evening. An official an- 
nouncement of its actions ap- 
peared most likely to come from 
the Moscow radio. 

The western powers—-the United 
States, Britain, France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
agreed at the London meeting 
to proceed with plans for unifica- 
tion of Germany, with or without 
Russian participation. 

Se Reich State Forecast. 

Authoritative sources said Rus- 
sia plans to establish a separate 
Soviet-controlied state in eastern 


the | Germany, in answer to western 


plans to unify western Germany. 
These sourcés said this was the 
principal business of the meeting. 

It was believed the Russian at- 
tempt to extend Soviet currency 
to all of Berlin, including the sec- 
tors held by the western powers, 
might be regarded as the first 
move to integrate Berlin to the 
Soviet zoné of Germany. 

A meeting of high Communist 
officials had been rumored for 
days, as one after another: left 
his own nation ‘or an wunan- 
nounced destination. 

Polish police clamped security 
precautions unparalleled since the 
war on this city. Police with 
tommy-guns stood on every corner. 
More police were stationed at 20- 
yard intervals along the five-mile 
route from the airport to the pal- 
ace.

All western newspaper men were 
barred from the palace by armed 
guards. 

Stress on Foreign Policy. 

Nearly all the leaders attending 
were foreign ministers of their 
nations, making plain that prin- 
cipal stress would be placed on 
questions of foreign policy.

Summary of Prospects. 

Although a myriad of things 
might happen to change the fluid 
situation, here is a summary of 
what reporters found in interview- 
ing delegates on the current in- 
clinations and pledges in their 
own groups: 

1. Dewey could have any- 
where from 373 to 407 first bal- 
lot votes, with a possibility of 
picking up at least 80 more on 
the second ballot. (548 of the 
1094 delegate votes are needed 
for nomination.) 

2. Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio appears assured of 206 to 
217 first ballot votes. On the 
second ballot he probably will 
pick up 80 new votes but stands 
to lose up to 20 of his first 
ballot supporters.

PHILADELPHIA, June 23—Del- 
egates to the Republican National 
Convention adopted without a dis- 
senting vote today a platform 
which its framers said was in the 
nature of a tent large enough to 
cover every candidate. 

It was only 2400 words long and, 
partly because of its brevity, 
couched in such general terms 
that it will be open to interpre- 
tation and clarification by the 
presidential nominee. 

The document was read to the 
generally apathetic delegates by 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., 
chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee. 

The greatest applause was given 
on: 

“We pledge that under a repub- 
lican administration all foreign 
commitments shall be made public 
and subject to constitutional rati- 
fication. We shall say what we 
mean and mean what we say. In 
all of these things we shall pri- 
marily consult the national secur- 
‘ity and welfare of our own United 
States.” 

Judging by the force of his 
delivery Lodge regarded this as 
the most important part of the 
platform. He read it in a ringing 
voice and raised his right hand 
for emphasis. 

Ovation for Lodge. 

Lodge received an ovation as 

he approached the microphones.

He then locked himself 
into a conference room on the 
eighth floor of the hotel, and did 
not show himself again until 2:10 
a.m. when he left to go to bed. 

One communique was issued, 
however, by an aid.

When the caucus opened, Sena- 
tor James P. Kem, chairman of 
the delegation, issued a brief 
statement that he’ had decided to 
support Gov. Dewey. Kem, who 
previously had not stated his posi- 
tion, said he believed Dewey would 
be nominated by the convention 
on an early ballot. 

Senator Donnell, another mem- 
ber of the delegation, stood fast 
for Taft.

When tue question of taking a 
test vote was brought up todzy, on 
a motion by Harvey Roney of 
Kansas City, the backers of Taft 
and Stassen voted against the mo- 
tion, seeking further delay. The 
motion was adopted, 17 to 15, with 
the Dewey supporters voting for 
the poll. 

The result of the poll, taken after 
defeat of attempts to again delay 
an open test of sentiment, closely 
followed early forecasts of the 
division among the Missourians. 

Dewey Forces Confident. 

Dewey forces claimed three of 
the Missourians would switch 70 
Dewey after the first ballot, to 
give the New York Governor 20 
votes, and were confident of round- 
ing up aditional Missouri votes on 
later ballots.

Finally, all other residen- 
tial areas must be protected and 
improved by strong neighborhood 
organizations.”

Magistrate Thomas J. Gabbert's 
courtroom assumed the aspect of 
a free lunch counter today when 
he was called upon to decide 
whether sweet potatoes shipped in 
cans from a wholesale grocery in 
Louisiana to the Hassendeubel

sliced. 

Three of the cans sent by B. F. 
Trappey’s Sons, Inc., from New 
Iberia, Ia., to the firm at 209 Chou- 
teau avenue, were placed in evi- 
dence. To obtain a fair compari- 
son Magistrate Gabbert instructed 
attorneys to produce nine other 
cans of different brands. When 
all were assembled they were 
opened and the potatoes placed in 
dishes borrowed from a nearby 
restaurant. 

Attorneys for Hassendeubel, de- 
fendant in the suit, said their 
client had ordered whole sweet po- 
tatoes and refused to accept 200 
cases of cans labeled “Sugary Sam 
Yams.” They said the vegetables 
had been sliced. The Louisiana 
company maintained the greater 
part of the sweet potatoes were 
whole but some small slices had 
been placed with them to fill up 
the cans. 

Suit for $939 was filed after the 
St. Louis grocery refused to accept 
shipment and the Louisiana com- 
pany declined to take the potatoes 
back. Magistrate Gabbert decided 
the potatoes in question were 
sliced. The restaurant owner prof- 
ited by the suit since the contents 
of all the cans opened in the 
courtroom were returned to him 
in the borrowed dishes. 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP)— 
Government labor officials said to- 
day John L. Lewis and soft-coal 
operators apparently are nearing 
an agreement to avert a mines 
shutdown in July. 

These officials, who may not be 


named, have been in close touch 
with the United Mine Workers’ 
chief and operators who are en- 

| gaging in serious bargaining talk 

for the first time in their current 


dispute. 

An agreement would not neces- 
sarily mean that terms for a new 
contract are being decided. The 
present contract expires June 30. 

Lewis has proposed to keep the 
mines open by a temporary exten- 
sion of the contract, provided op- 
erators agree to start payment of 
$100 monthly pensions to retired 
miners and will make retroactive 
to July 1 the terms of a new 
contract eventually to be worked 
out. 

There was no suggestion from 
labor officials as to how far 
either side might have gone in 
working out such an arrangement 
that would keep the pits open. 


New Developments. 
Indications that some fruitful 
steps are in the making came 

from these developments: 

1. President Truman’s inquiry 
board twice extended the time 
for the United Mine Workers’ 
chief and owners to report on 
progress of their talks renewed 
last night and continued today. 
The time first was extended 
from about noon to early after- 
noon, The board then postponed 
the report to late this afternoon, 


2. The last extension came 
after Lewis had taken time out 
from morning talks with oper- 
ators to review matters he will 
lay before the 200-man UMW 
policy committee meeting tomor- 
row. Presumably this would in- 
clude any promising offer the 
coal operators might have made. 


3. Although Lewis had taken 
the recess in talks, the renewed 
negotiations between the 
chief and operators were still 
active with no sign they had 
failed to make progress. 

Recess for. 

Lewis and the mine owners had 
been closeted for less than an 
hour when he and his UMW ne- 
gotiators asked for a recess until 
1 pm. The move immediately 
stirred speculation that the oper- 
ators had made some sort of offer, 
at least on extension of the pres- 
ent contract, and thgt Lewis was 
taking it under consideration. The 
contract expires a week from to- 
day. 

Earlier today United States Dis- 
trict Judge T. Alan Goldsborough 
dismissed his court order barring 
the miners from leaving their jobs 
in protest against failure to place 
their pension fund in operation. 

Goldsborough acted on a motion 
by the Department of Justice. 

When H. Graham Morrison, as- 
sistant attorney general, offered 
the motion Judge Goldsborough 
only commented that the matter 
in effect had been disposed of 
yesterday. Judge Goldsborough re- 
ferred to his decision upholding 
Lewis's plan to pay retired miners 
a $100 monthly pension. 

The court order against a strike 
was issued by Judge Goldsborough 
April 21 to end a walkout result- 
ing from dispute over operation 
of the pension fund. Judge Golds- 
borough issued it after he had 
fined Lewis and the UMW for 
contempt of court for failure to 
obey a temporary order by Dis- 
trict Judge Matthew F. McGuire 
barring a strike.

7333 to Be Pruned by 
Releases, ‘Weeding 
Out’ Process. 


Missouri’s National Guard quota 
of 7333 men will probably be ex- 
ceeded as a result of the rush of 
draft-age young men taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity for 
stay-at-home military training by 
enlisting in the guard, State Ad- 
jutant General John A. Harris said 


today at Jefferson City. Men 19 to 
26 years of age who enlist in the 
National Guard or the active re- 
serve components of the Army, 
Navy or Marine Corps before 
President Truman signs the Selec- 
tive Service bill, will not be sub- 
ject to the draft. 

Although Congress has provided 
funds in the next fiscal year, start- 
ing July 1, for 5683 ground troops 
and 1650 air personnel in the Mis- 
souri Guard, all applicants for en- 
listment, who pass the required 
tests, will be accepted, Gen. Harris 
said. The normal release of 
guardsmen not subject to the draft 
and a weeding out of ineffectives 
would bring the force within the 
allotted figure of 7333, Gen. Harris 
stated. 

No order to reduce the size of 
the Missouri Guard has been re- 
ceived, Gen. Harris said, comment- 
ing on a report that Arizona’s Na- 
tional Guard strength would be 
cut more than 50 per cent.

Telephone & Telegraph Co. 

At the same time, Chancellor 
William J. Wade granted the 
commission the right of appeal. 
Although Frank Clement, general 
counsel for the commission, 
sought to take the appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee, on 
a constitutional question, the 
chancellor held that it would have 
to go to the Tennessee Court of 
Appeals. 

Wade's action today also re- 
fused injunction orders sought by 
the company, an operating sub- 
sidiary of American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., by which it would 
have put the higher rates into 
effect under bond, pending con- 
clusion of the litigation, The 
chancellor said the appeal would 
have the effect of vacating such 
an injunction. In the meantime 
there will be no change in the 
rates. 

An opinion wholly sustaining 
the company in the rate contro- 
versy and rejecting the commis- 
sion’s *indings was handed down 
by. Wade last Thursday. The 
commission’s order against the 
rate application was issued last 


Nov. 6 
Court’s Opinion. 

Chancellor Wade, whose court 
in such matters is equivalent to 
Circuit Court, declared in his 
opinion: “There is not the slight- 
est doubt in this court’s mind but 
that the present rates of the tele- 
Phone company are confiscatory, 
and that the order of the commis-

The complete rejection of rate 
increases by the Tennesse com- 
mission had been the most drastic 
action against the Bell system in 
the nation-wide wave of postwar 
applications for higher telephone 
rates.

Taft said “a careful analysis of 
the vote shows that no candidate 
has anywhere near a majority and 
there is on reason why we should 
not proceed in the usual manner 
of presenting all the candidates 
and letting them all be consid- 
ered.” 

Asked by reporters for examples 
of what he called the attempted 
“Dewey stampede,” Taft said: 
“Well, take the Driscell story, for 
instance. We have checked that 
carefully, and it only amounts to 
a shift of one vote from Vanden- 
berg to Dewey.” 

Pennsylvania Caucus. 

The caucus of the 73-vote Penn- 
sylvania delegation tonight was 
awaited with interest. . 
Gov. Duff is leading an anti- 
Dewey faction in the big Pennsyl- 
vania delegation. After this morn- 
ing’s talk with Taft and Stassen 
he said “we will have a candi- 
date to oppose the efforts to line 
up the delegation for Dewey.”

Fifth Ballot, Taft Says. 

Taft said he believed his total 
will begin to climb from the sec- 
ond ballot on and that he will be 
nominated on about the fourth or 
fifth ballot.

Irgun Attempt to Smuggle

TEL AVIV, June 23— Fire 
wrote a spectacular finish to the 
story” of Irgun Zvai Leumi's at- 
tempt to land arms and muni- 
tions in Israel in defiance of the 
government’s truce agreement. 
The fire also ended a day of 
terror on Tel Aviv’s waterfront, 


Yesterday, two Israel army 
mortar shells set fire to the LST 
carrying Irgun munitions, which 
had been beached 50 yards off- 
shore, 

The crew of 50 young men 
made a futile attempt to put the 
fire out, and then jumped over 
the side into the water. . 

Irgun and Israel army troops, 
forgetting their animosity, imme- 
diately dropped their arms, 
stripped, and set off in beach 
boats, kayaks and on rubber floats 
to save the crew, but some were 
drowned in the strong out-going 
tide. 

At the time this was written, 
the ship had been burning for 
hours. It belched smoke and there 
were frequent detonations from 
exploding shells, small-arms am- 
munition and grenades. It was 
expected to burn for many hours 
more, even though only a shell of 
the vessel remained. 

Small boys risked their lives to 
dash down the boardwalk near 
the ship to get smoking pieces of 
shrapnel as souvenirs. 

The atmosphere, has been. 
peaceful but tense — in the city 
since the ship ran itself aground 
Monday night in defiance of gov- 
ernment orders to stop. 

Israel army forces lined up on 
the waterfront and the troops and 
crew members eyed each other 
warily, while United Nations 
truce observers watched the 
whole show from beach chairs on 
the balcony of their headquarters 
in the Dan Hotel, 200 yards from 
the beach. 

Trouble started when two barge- 
loads of men from the ship made 
for the beach despite Israel army 
orders to stay aboard. The troops 
opened fire, killing two and 
wounding many others. 

The remainder in the barges 
suceeeded in reaching shore, and 
established a tiny beachhead. Ir- 
gun forces within the city fought 
their way to the waferfront, and 
established a corridor to evacuate 
the party from the ship. But 
Iszael troops later closed the gap.

The talk everywhere in this 
confused convention has been that 
“Dewey is in,” since the yesterday 
afternoon announcement that 
Pennsylvania's favorite son, Sen- 
ator Edward Martin, would place 
Gov. Thomas E Dewey in nom- 
ination. Very probably the talk 
is correct, 


But there have also been be- 
hind-the-scenes developments with 
considerably more potential sig- 
n. cance than this business of 
the open secret of Martin’s sup- 
port for Dewey becoming an of- 
ficial fact. 

Significant Developments. 

House leader Charles Halleck, 
for example, who was expected to 
plump for Dewey, is now passing 
the word that he will hang on 
indefinitely as Indiana's favorite 
son. 

Wisconsin’s political chieftain, 
Thomas Coleman, and his Wiscon- 
sin Senator Joseph McCarthy have 
already . established connections 
with the curious political under- 
ground seeking to draft Vanden- 
berg. They are leading support- 
ers of Harold Stassen, and their 
action presages a possible trans- 
fer to Vandenberg of Stassen’s 
strength and Stassen’s organiza- 
tion. 


Through Senators Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts and Wil- 
liam Knowland of California, a 
similar link exists between the 
Vandenberg underground and the 
camp of Gov. Earl Warren. 

Gov. James Duff of Pennsyl- 
vania, who claims control of at 
least 35 and probably more than 
40 votes in his state’s delegation, 
has long been a doughty chief- 
tain of his Republican maquis 
working for Vandenberg. 

(The other organizers are Mich- 
igan’s state chai nan, Arthur 
Summerfield, Gov. Kim Sigler and 
Senator Lodge.) 

Gov. Duff hopes to bring Gov. 
Driscoll of New .-rsey into the 
maquis with him, The possibility 
that Duff is succeeding-was sug- 
gested by the long conference 
Driscoll attended yesterday morn- 
ing at the underground’s not very 
secret headquarters in the Hotel 
Warwick. (Note: 
written, Gov. Driscoll 
nounced for Dewey.) 

Vandenberg Alliance Forming. 

What is probably emerging, in 
short, is the combination of Gov. 
Duff, Harold Stassen and Gov. 
Warren, with many allies like 
Senator Lodge, which was long 
ago forecast. The strategy of 
the Vandenberg underground is 
to stop the Dewey bandwagon 
with this combination, as the 
wartime undergrounds used to 
stop tanks with home-made 
Molotov cocktails. Neither War- 
ren nor Stasse1 has yet given ad- 
herence, but Warren is extremely 
cool-headed, and Coleman and Mc- 
Carthy are not the only Stassen- 
ites working to induce their hero

to forego his own candidacy in 
Vandenberg’s favor. 

On the whole, it looks now as 
though the grand alliance may be 
an accomplished fact in 24 hours. 

This explains Dewey's tactics, 
which are those of a general pour- 
ing all his reserves into the battle- 
line before the first shot, in the 
hope of an immediate victory by 
sheer massed fire power. The de- 
cision to employ Senator Martin 
to nominate Dewey was one in- 
stance of this immediate employ- 
ment of reserves, which might 
otherwise have been held back for 
second- and third-ballot buildup. 

There have been many others. 
For instance, the delegations of 
Nevada and Hawaii, although con- 
trolled by Dewey, had planned to 
give a complimentary first-ballot 
vote to their big neighbor, Gov. 
Earl Warren. They have now been 
sternly commanded to be for 
Dewey from the first. 

Great Risks Involved. 

Great risks are involved in this 
calling up of Dewey’s sure re- 
Serves, since he will have nothing 
left for his buildup if new 
Strength is not recruited. The 
point is, of course, that Dewey’s 
great immediate show of power is 
intended to attract this new 
strength. The aim is to impress 
delegations like that of Massa- 
chusetts, where Gov. Robert Brad- 
ford has been told by Dewey to 
write his own ticket, and Dewey’s 
organizer, Robert H. Thayer, is 
following the worried delegates 
like a faintly jesuitical sheep dog. 

Dewey’s nomination is now very 
likely, because these bold tactics 
seem to be working at present. 

The real drumfire of Vanden- 
berg support has just begun, how- 
ever, with the announcement of 
Senator Cooper of Kentucky that 
he would vote for Vandenberg on 
— age gr ce 1 national 

ers, r 
shortly follow Cooper. ore 

If all goes well, meanwhile, the 
Stassen-Warren-Duff-Driscoll com- 
bination will be formed. Key men 
in important delegations will be 
warned, and the trend toward 
Dewey in delegations like that of 
Massachusetts will be suddenly 
halted. 

If All This Happens—. 

If all this happens, the Vanden- 
berg candidacy will have impres- 
sive strength right across the 
country, and a strong and expert 
convention hall organization pro- 
vided by Stassen. Dewey’s band- 
wagon will grind to a halt and 
the swing to Vandenberg will then 
be difficult to halt unless Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft, whose ad- 
herents have already lost hape for 
their own man, yet remain dog- 
gedly loyal, suddenly decides he 
likes Vandenberg even less than 
he likes Dewey. 

In short, the odds are on Dewey 
more than ever, but the final an- 
swer will come with the real test 
of strength between Dewey band- 
Wagon and Vandenberg under- 
| ground.

Only Living Ex-President Taken by Surprise 
as State Banners March Before the Human 
Symbol of Their Party.

PHILADELPHIA, June 23 (AP). 
HERE is a strange music in the loyalty of massed human voices, 
And it must have been nostalgic music indeed to Herbert Hoover 
last night as he stood on the platform and heard the Repub- 


lican national convention explode 


It must have carried his memo- 
ries back to 1928 and the swelter- 


ing summer when he was first 
nominated in Kansas City. 

As he walked to the speaker's 
stand last night Hoover suddenly 
caught the convention’s heart with 
his familiarity, This was the same 
Hoover of yore, back perhaps for 
his swan song at a party conven- 
tion, for he is 73. His hair was 
whiter and thinner, the cherubic 
face a bit wrinkled—but they were 
only the authentic stamps of his 
role as elder sta . 

To the Republican delegates as 
he stood there waiting to speak 
he was a human symbol of their 
party, unchanged in principle by 
either defeat or victory. He stood 
for winning and losing, but they 
let him know their pride in him.

The ovation began on the con- 
vention floor and swept through 
the galleries in a crashing gust of 
sound. 


It seemed to catch Hoover, the 
only living former President, by 
surprise. As the entire convention 
leaped to its feet in a tempest of 
cheers and waving banners, he 
stood uncertainly, half-squinting 
his blue eyes in the glare of the 
bright hot lights. 

In a twinkling the aisles were 
jammed with delegates and the 
convention band blared out “The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 

Hundreds of voices picked up 
the words: | 

“Glory, glory, Hallelujah! The 
truth goes marching on!” 

The parade wound around the 
hall past the speaker’s platform, 
giving every delegate a chance to 
wave up individually to the man 
who twice had led their party. 

There were young men and wo- 
men who looked up at him with 
awe, and there were middle-aged 
and elderly people who looked at 
him with the eyes of remembrance, 

The music, the waving banners, 
the cheers—they stirred root loy- 
alties. A number of women wept 
with emotion, and so did several 
men. Hoover stood silently, his left 
hand flexing nervously, his face 
now smiling, now sober.

After 15 minutes the pounding 
gavel of the convention chairman, 
House Speaker Joseph W. Martin 
Jr., ended the demonstration. 

In grave, unemotional words 
Hoover then spoke. He told the 
delegates they are the trustees of 
the great cause of human liberty 
and warned:

What that item intends to say is that 
in a democracy we are accorded the 
right of suffrage and free to vote for 
whom we please. 

But a literal interpretation is that a 


Communist would be permitted to gov- 


ern our country, yet no genuine Ameri- 
can would want that. 

I should like to see what other read- 
ers of your paper think about Item 6. 


While Senators Lodge, Ives, Baldwin and their 


fellow platform drafters did not achieve a docu- 


ment of a quality to move men, to say nothing 
of mountains, they have at least proceeded be- 
yond the political flapdoodle of the G. O. P. eon- 
vention’s opening day. 

Their platform has its gaps and holes. It has 
planks which are opposed to the public interest. 
Where it is good the good is frequently dis- 
counted by the fact that a Republican Congress 
has been in office for 18 months and might al- 
ready have enacted into law recommendations 
which the platform makes for the future. But 
it is not as bad as National Committee Chairman 
Reece unintentionally fofecast when he said that 
the tent would be “big enough for everyone to 
get under.” 

Considering the role of the Republican * 
after World War I and the consequences to world 
peace, the section on foreign policy represents 
a notable advance. The pledge to assist other 
peace-loving nations in restoring their economic 
independence reflects the understanding of Re- 
publicans like Vandenberg rather than narrow 
views of such men as Speaker Martin. The prom- 
ise to “support the system of reciprocal trade,” 
while pretty general, is commitment enough to 
hold the party to it when the recent extension 
of the trade legislation expires. 

. . * 


The handling of the question of labor’s rights 
is meant to free the G.O.P. of the charge that it 
is anti-labor. Subordinating the right to strike 
only to public health and safety, it calls for con- 
tinuing study of the Taft-Hartley Act. This is a 
recognition that the laber law has sections which 
need revision. That is quite an admission at this 
early date for the party which conceived the 
measure, passed it, and then after it was vetoed, 
mustered the majorities to override. 

Although a national emergency exists in the 
realm of defense, the G.O.P. Congress did more 
than its duty when it passed the new selective 
service law. It set aside election year considera- 
tions of a sort which have controlled on too 
many occasions in the past. The platform mak- 
ers are entitled to satisfaction in the passage of 
the military manpower law and they can use it 
as evidence that they believe in “maintenance 
of armed forces to a degree which will insure 
national security.” 

On other major issues the platform is much 
less fortunate from the standpoint of the inde- 
pendent voter. It proposes “an attack upon the 
basic causes of inflation,” but says nothing about 
controlling the inflation which is already robbing 
the pocketbooks of wage earners. There is not 
a word about price control although everyone 
knows that voluntary action and similar gestures 
are insufficient. The promise of “incentives for 


thrift” will sound empty enough to those Who 


find it impossible to do any saving with prices 
sky-high. 
* — 

The tax pledge takes no more account of the 
realities than does that on prices. It hails the 
Republican start on the reduction of federal 
Jevies and promises to continue cutting. This 
flies in the face of the obvious wisdom of reduc- 
ing the debt as much as possible in an inflation- 
ary period. It fails to recognize an even more 
obvious fact, namely, that taxes will necessarily 
go up on account of defense, foreign aid and 
other new charges regardless of which party wins 
the presidency. 

The housing plank is one of the weakest. Duck- 
ing around public housing, it says that private 
enterprise can best supply housing, but that 
“Government should encourage the building of 
better homes at less cost.” What do the plat- 
form drafters think of the public housing provi- 
sion which the G.O.P. House knocked out of 
the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill? They are care- 
ful not to say. 

As for the section on the tidelands, it could 
hardly be worse. Misrepresenting the facts, it 
comes out for “restoration” to the states of their 
“historic rights” to the tide and submerged lands. 
No reference to the rights of the people to oil 
resources which exploiters want to grab for pri- 


vate profit. No reference to the relation be- 


tween these reserves and national security. Just 
an outright throw-in with privilege and plunder. 
Here the platform is more reactionary than Con- 
gress which permitted the tidelands bill to be 
swamped in the pre-convention rush.

The civil rights stand is on the credit side, but 
actually it amounts to a rebuke to Congress for 
doing nothing to enact President Truman's ex- 
tensive civil rights program. G. O. P. leaders in 
Congress were in a position to schedule and pass 
a whole series of anti-discrimination measures 
if they wanted to see them become law. More 
than anything else this plank is a reminder of 
something the Republicans did not do notwith- 
standing a lot of talk. 

The same holds true for such recommendations 
as statehood for Hawaii and Alaska and reform 
of the electoral college so as to prevent the elec- 
tion of President with a minority of the ‘popular 
vote. These issues were up in Congress: had 
Congress passed them they would stand as 
achievements, not as items e Spe er an in- 
definite future. 

The best part is the little-known quotation 
from Lincoln: “The dogmas of the quiet past are 
inadequate in the stormy present. The occasion 
is piled high with difficuity and we must rise 
with the occasion. We must think anew and act 
anew.” 

Does the G.O.P. platform, in the phrase of 
the party’s great founder, rise with the occasion? 
The answer is in its own largely eulogistic, often 
evasive, frequently meaningless words. 
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6600 Handshakes 

The 6600 hands which Gov. Dewey shook at 
Philadelphia point to a salutary moral, and fur- 
thermore they do it with 26,400 fingers. As we 
understand the moral, it is that salutations en 
masse look just about as unenviable as they 
could be, and they could look a lot worse. 

How formidable hand-shaking has become it 
is easy to see. Gov. Dewey’s former record 
was 6000, and President Truman’s personal rec- 
ord is 7300 distributed among six receptions. 
Whether the 6600 is a world mark it would be 
hazardous to say, as hands were being shaken in 
ancient Rome. Moreover, the custom has lat- 
terly been taken up by the Fuegians and Hot- 
tentots, people whose sociability and stamina 
could combine to make them strong. contenders 
for the title. 

Since people in public life are going to greet 
their constituents in large numbers, they—and 
we—can be grateful that the form of salutation 
settled upon is not what it might have been at 
another place or in another time. 
wisher would scarcely want Gov. Dewey to en- 
gage in ceremonious weeping with every one of 
his 6600 visitors, as native New Zealanders 
would do, or sniff at and rub noses with them, 
like the Polynesians. Nor would the most en- 
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trenched member of the Opposition wish on 
Mr. Truman the Andaman islanders’ custom of 
blowing into another’s hand with a cooing mur- 
mur, or the onétime practice among Equatorial 


Africans and Indians on the Mexican Gulf, of 


blowing in each other's. ears. 

Handshaking as practiced by Americans may 
well be hypocritical, unsanitary and tiring. But 
as long as the salutation has to be one of the 
accepted forms, are we lucky it’s what it is, and 
not something else again? You can shake on 
that. . 


The Mine Pensions his Upheld 

Judge Goldsborough’s decision throwing out 
the injunction suit against the coal miners’ pen- 
sion fund is so curt and sweeping as to suggest 
that the mine operators have been guilty of a 
plain stall. 

The judge finds that a majority of two mem- 
bers of the welfare board are empowered to 
place the pension plan in effect without the con- 
currence of the third member. He finds tHat 
the plan proposed by John L. Lewis and Senator 
Bridges, the neutral member, is not merely legal 
but actuarially sound. And he finds that $100- 
a-month pensions are not overly generous but 
“meager” — enough to give retired miners “a 
little dignity and let them hold their heads up.” 

The court is not troubled that some of the 
pensioners had retired before the plan became 
effective or that United Miné Workers are cov- 
ered even though the company they work for 
may not have signed the pension contract. 

The dispute over the pension fund was the 
cause of the costly six-week coal strike last 
spring. Yet if either the operators or the miners’ 
union had asked the court to appoint a neutral 
member of the board and then had agreed with 


the neutral member on a plan to pay the pen- 


sions, the whole difficulty might have been 
avoided. 

Because neither labor nor management was 
willing to exhaust the machinery for a peaceful 
settlement of the dispute, the whole nation suf- 
fered. The blame was on the operators just as 
much as it was on John L. Lewis and the 


U.M.W.A. This wholly unnecessary exhibition 


of stubbornness cost the nation 72,000,000 tons 
of coal and prevented the production, among 
many other things, of 1,500,000 tons of desper- 
ately needed steel: Is either side proud of this 
record?

Everybody vs. Ragweed 

Sufferers from hay fever know what a letter- 
writer to the Post-Dispatch means when he says 
ragweed can and should be controlled. 

Little toward that end has been done, yet pol- 
len of various sorts is so prevalent in St. Louis 
that in Forest Park and elsewhere it can be seen 
in almost snow-like profusion at times. 

St. Louisans who spend the summer in misery, 
sniffling during the day and spending the worst 
of the nights gasping for air on their front 
porches, deserve a very good deal of considera- 
tion indeed. Physicians now say it's no use 
making annual pilgrimages to pollen-free places 
—sometimes it worsens the allergy or develops 
new ones. The best thing is to stay put, in mod- 
ern medical opinion. If this is true, St. Louis 
owes it to its hay-fever sufferers to make the air 
as tolerable as possible. 

There is the evidence of example that much 
can be done. Certainly much more can be done 
than is being done. How about a concerted at- 
tack on ragweed, the enemy of health and com- 
fort of many St. Louisans? 
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A Significant Endorsement 

The latest of the endorsements ‘piling up be- 
hind the $16,000,000 slum-clearance bond pro- 
pésal is that of the General Council on Civie 
Needs. Here is a group which really knows St.

Today multiple-purpose planning is in a 
transitional stage. Starting with naviga- 
tion in the earlier years, federal develop- 
ment of water resources evolved to em- 
brace flood control, reclamation and irri- 
gation, electrical power and other objec- 
tives. Great dams 
have been bullt on 
some of our rivers to 
serve various combi- 
nations of these pur- 
poses. Other great 
dams are on the 
drawing boards or in 
the preliminary 
phases of investiga- 
tion. 


Where navigation 
and flood control are 


the predominant fea- Mon ed Walloren 


tures, the job of dam construction falls to 


the Corps of Engineers in the War Depart- 
ment. Where reclamation is involved, the 
Bureau of Reclamation in the Department 
of Interior is given the responsibility. The 
marketing of power from these federal 
dams is handled by one or another agency 
within the Department of Interior. 


But the development of resources in a 
river basin involves more than the build- 
ing and maintenance of dams and the sell- 
ing of power, A river has many uses. 


A Surfeit of Fixers 


Various federal agencies are at work on 
one or another phase of resource develop 
ment. In any given region you can count 
10 or 15 agencies, which may include 30 or 
40 bureaus, The lines of policy-making 
and control run back to Washington. No 
one of these agencies is empowered to deal 
with the problems of a river basin as a 
unit. Despite the acknowledged need for 
joint effort, we find divided responsibilities. 


Each agency and each bureau head comes 
to Congress to defend individual budget re- 
quests, Each agency and each bureau has 
various functions and duties in many parts 
of the country. No agency can say: Here 
is the resource budget of a region.” 


In the absence of a unified regional pro- 
gram, each detail of resource development 
is passed upon separately. We never know 
definitely from year to year how the re- 
gion as a whole will fare in Congress. Com- 
peting agency demands and legislative jug- 
gling of details keep us constantly up in 
the air. 


Inter-Agency Debating Society 


The federal agencies have made a move 
to overcome the lack of co-ordination by 
establishing inter-agency committees which 
meet once a month to discuss common 
problems. The inter-agency committee de- 
vice provides an opportunity to air differ- 
ences and to make each agency acquainted 
with another’s plans, but this does not get 
the work of the valley done. The inter- 
agency committee has no authority of its 
own in the field. In Washington, a top 
inter-agency committee tries to co-ordinate 
the regional inter-agency committees, 

The valley authority represents the log- 
ical integration of trends that have devel- 


oped in separate but related and converg- 
ing lines of water resource development. 
The Tennessee Valley Authority was the 
first case of full-blown recognition that 
all resources in a river basin area should 
not only be considered as a unit, but in 
fact administered and developed as a unit. 


Although the TVA has a small hard core 
of unreconstructed opponents, the over- 
whelming majority of Americans regard it 
as one of the greatest living achievements 
of our democracy. Visiting students, eng- 
neers, scientists and public officials the 
world over, come to study the TVA and to 
carry. home the lessons of comprehensive 
regional planning. 


Example for Something Better 


We can do well to carry those lessons 
home to other fiver valleys in our own 
country. More than a decade ago Presi- 
dent Roosevelt urged the Congress to ap- 
ply the TVA method to other river basins. 
He once wrote: 


“Some of the things that have been done 
and will be done in the Tennessee Vailey 
can be repeated in many other regions of 
the United States. The Tennessee Valley 
development can sefve as an example and 
an incentive for similar developments. It 
will be a laboratory for the nation to learn 
how to make the most out of its vast re- 


sources for the lasting benefit of the aver- 


age man and woman.” 


Today TVA is no longer in the laboratory 
stage. Most citizens of the Tennessee Val- 
ley states will vouch for that. 


Congress and the nation were, again re- 
minded of that fact when President Tru- 
man said in his State of the Union Mes- 
sage this year: “We should achieve the 
wise use of resources through the inte- 
grated development of our great river 
basins. We can learn much from our Ten- 
nessee Valley experience. We should no 
longer delay in applying the lessons of 
that undertaking to other river basins.” 


To Get the Job Done 


A tremendous and stirring opportunity 
lies ahead. We know what American in- 
dustry can do when it sets its mind te pro- 
duce. We know how much the West can 
contribute to high levels of production. We 
have the resources for an abundant and 
satisfying life in a free society. We can 
look forward to the greatest era of peace, 
prosperity and well-being that this country 
has ever known. We can demonstrate by 
practical help to peoples ih other lands 
that men can live in freedom and live with- 
out want. 


In achieving our aims we must act with 
courage, intelligence and speed. We must 
be willing to use the instruments of de- 
mocracy for change and progress. The in- 
genuity and resourcefuness of a free peo- 
ple can surmount any obstacle. And the 
American people, as I have said, are in- 
terested in performance—in what it takes 
to get the job done.

Most Famous Living Painter 
PICASSO: AN INTIMATE PORTRAIT, by Jaime Sab- 
Haft. inc., M. V., 230 pages, $6.00.) 


Here is a book of primary importance in 
its field, for it concerns the most influential 
and most famous painter of our time. This 
portrait records the words and thoughts of 
Picasso as they impressed a man who has 
been the artist's friend since youth, and his 
secretary from 1935 to 1941, closing date of 
the chronicle. Conversations are dated care- 
fully. The reader is left free to theorize on 
how the changing experience of the artist 
has been reflected in his work.

Arithmetic was a nightmare to Pablo in 
school; but as a youth his calculations en- 
abled him to beat the Barcelona slot ma- 
chines. Work is his greatest pleasure; yet 
he believes all art emanates from pain. He 
speaks in puns and was flippant about the 
war in Spain, though its terror moved him 
to produce “Guernica.” 

He won't huy what he needs but picks up 
trifles which he cannot bear to throw away, 
though he often lacks a convenient easel. 
He and Sabartes subscribed to a clipping 
service; the extravagantly laudatory criti- 
cisms from New York impressed them as 
fantastic. Picasso’s personality, like his 
art, is Proteus-like in its changes. As 
Sabartes puts it, “None of his ways of ex- 
pressing himself becomes a chronic illness.” 

Excerpts from the artist’s writing show 
it to be an automatic composition with the 
incoherence but without the grace or evoc- 
ative allusion of 
Coleridge’s “Kubla 
Khan.” Picasso’s lack 
of concern with the 
reader is suggested 
by the fact he writes 
without punctuation; 
moreover, he consid- 
ered publishing his 
interior monologue 
without space be- 
tween words. 

Picasso’s prose is 
likely to leave the 
general reader cold, 
Only worshipers like 
Pablo Picasso Sabartes Say 00- 

cede, if the meaning 
eludes them, that the fault lies in their 
failure “to attain a state of grace.” 

Sabartes’s attitude toward his subject is 
indicated by this appreciation: “His writ- 
ings remind me of a spider’s web of expres- 
sions woven with the thread of illusion. 
I lose myself in the rhythm and move on, 
convinced that I do not deserve any new 
grace if my remembrances fail to vibrate 
in harmony with his; if the petals of my 
comprehension do not open in time to 
gather such delirious frenzy.” 

Picasso in conversation resembles 
Shakespeare in his talks with Ben Jonson: 
He “skips from the subject, playing with 
words. He crushes his rival's theory 
under a mass of picturesque images.” 

Fascinating though the book is as a 
whole, it cannot explain the riddle of the 
man. As Picasso himself says: “Personality 
cannot be found, for it resides within the 
person himself.”

BISHOP SCARLETT 


FOR MEETING OF 
MINDS ON RELIGION 


Considers Conference of Sci- 


entists and Theologians on 
Clarifying Understanding. 


The Rt. Rev. William Scarlett, 
bishop of the Episcopal Diocese 
of Missouri, has under consider- 
ation a plan to bring about an 
interdenominational conference of 
leadi scientists and theologians 
in order to translate religion in 
terms readily understaridable to 
the modern generation. 

The tentative plan has been 
broached to a national foundation, 
Bishop Scarlett said today, but no 
formal proposal has been made 
and sponsorship for the confer- 
ence, if it should be held, has 
not been determined upon. 

Bishop Scarlett has informally 
discussed the proposal with sev- 
eral scientists and religious lead- 
ers, including Chancellor Arthur 
H. Compton of Washington Uni- 
versity and the Rev. Reinhold 
Niebuhr of Union Theological 
Seminary. " 

“The idea some of us are mull- 
ing over,” Bishop Scarlett told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “is wheth- 
er it might be well now to try 
to get together some of the great- 
est of our natural scientists who 
are also men of religious convic- 
tions together with the best of 
the theologians to see if it is not 
possible: now to relate the essen- 
tial elements of the Christian 
faith in terms which this scien- 
tifically-minded generation could 
understand and accept.

UN EAST SIDE 


All From Granite City— 
One Tenant, 3 Public 
Spokesmen; Landlords’ 
Man Held Over. 


Appointment of four new mem- 
‘bers of the East Side rent ad- 
visory board, three of them repre- 
senting the public and one ten- 
ant interests, was announced to- 
day by Grover C. Vandover, St. 
Louis area rent director. 


New members are Wensel 
Brown, grade school superintend- 
ent, Granite City, W. F. Coolidge, 
retired instrucior, Granite City, 
and Herman Hieronymus, Granite 
City, secretary of the Tri-City 
Central Trades Council, all public 
representatives, and Hardin Jack- 
son, Granite City, a steel com- 
pany employe, representing tenant 
interests. 

Only member of the board con- 
tinuing to serve will be C. L. Eath- 
erton, president, Security Abstract 
& Title Co., Belleville, represent- 
ing landlord interests. Eatherton 
was appointed last year, one of 
five members, all real estate men. 

Appointment of the new mem- 
bers was by National Housing Ex- 
pediter Tighe E. Woods, on recom- 
mendation of Gov. Dwight H. 
Green of Illinois, who was asked 
by Woods early last month to 
recommend replacements to make 
the board “truly representative.” 

Original members of the board, 
besides Eatherton, were Mayor 
Oscar W. Schmidt of Edwards- 
ville, John S. Collins, East St. 
Louis; Alfred B. Reinsch, Col- 
linsville, and Louis A. Wiehl, 
Waterloo. The board serves Mad- 
ison, St. Clair and Monroe coun- 
ties. Schmidt had resigned April 
2, the day after the new rent law, 
requiring representative member- 
ship, became effective. He em- 
Phasized, however, that he was 
quitting because of pressure of 
other business. 

Under the law, rent boards can 
make recommendations to the ex- 
pediter on removal of rent con- 
trols, general readjustment of 
rents and operations with respect 
to hardship and other individual 
cases. 

Woods has asked Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly of Missouri to recom- 
mend one replacement for the St. 
Louis area board, which serves 
the city and St. Louis, St. Charles 
and Jefferson counties. Woods 
found the St. Louis board had 
three “public interest” and two 
landlord representatives, but no 
tenant member.

MISSOURI REPRESENTATIVE

WASHINGTON, June 23 (Ap

Harvey today, but the pair who 
gave away their seven children 
were turning them all down. 


One Miami woman offered them 
the use of a bungalow, rent free, 
through the summer, but Harvey 
said the important thing was to 
leave Miami and try to start life 
over again.” 

Although the Harveys an- 
nounced they had been forced to 
give up their children because of | 
financial difficulties, he said to- 
day he had refused “numerous” 
offers of money and loans. 

The 36-year-old radio announcer 
and his wife decided to surrender 
the three boys and four girls, 
ranging in age from nine months 
to eight years, about a week ago. 

At the time, Harvey said, he was 
pressed by bill collectors and 
nearly out of money, The publicity 
resulting from his decision, he 
added, had an “adverse” affect on 
the radio station where he worked 
so he resigned his $75-a-week an- 
nouncing job. 

Three of the children already 
have been adopted here. The re- 
maining four will be taken away 
today, following the signing of 
papers. 

Mrs. Harvey, who says she has 
been given from two to two and 
a half years to live with a heart 
ailment, declared she would have 
to “reconcile herself to the fact 
that I'll never see my children 
again.” Harvey himself gave no 
reason for declining the many of- 
fers of assistance he had received. 
However, the two plan to leave 
Miami and change their names. 


TRAILER LOADED

TESTING DRIVERS 


A trailer equipped with devices 
to test the aptittde of automobile 
drivers was brought to St. Louis 


today by the Missouri Bus and 
Truck Association which is spon- 
soring a safety campaign. 

In a brief ceremony in front 
of Civil Courts Building, at Twelfth 
boulevard and Market street, the 
trailer was exhibited to Acting 
Mayor Charles Albanese, city and 
civic officials by George Goode, 
past president of the association.

There were also large pictures of 
Mrs. Dewey, who is as pretty as a basket of 
roses, and although a retiring woman, a con- 
siderable asset pictorially to her husband’s 
campaign.

Mrs. Luce Finishes Her Speech

PHILADELPHIA, June 23. 


ERNARD M. BARUCH, 

America’s elder statesman, has 

two theories for successful 
speechmaking that are broken by 
almost every campaign orator, in- 
culding myself. They are: “You 
can catch more flies with honey 
than with vinegar, so always deal 
gently with your opponent,” and 
“never talk more than 15 minutes, 
unless you have a point of vital 
importance—then cut your speech 
to 12.’ 

Mr. Baruch believes—and I have 
mo doubt that experience would 
vindicate his judgment—that only 
short speeches are ever given any 
audience’s full attention and only 
very, very short speeches ever 
get printed. 

I am glad that Gov. Green cut 
none of his notable keynote speech 
Monday night. But as the evening, 
late in starting, grew later, I found 
it necessary to cut great chunks 
from mine—no doubt to the bene- 
fit of the speech and the audi- 
ence, seen and unseen. 

However, several newspaper men 
(New Dealers naturally) later re- 
proached me for having cut a 
thrust or two and a light-hearted 
line here and there through fear 
of, public criticism. 

These are those portions, de- 
leted for the want of time: 

“American foreign policy must 
first of all recover its honesty. 
Yes, simple honesty, which has 
been drained away by 16 years of 
internal discord, foreign war and 
the lies of war. We Republicans 
have prided ourselves on our 
practicality, and justly so. But 
I say we have contributed and 
must contribute more than prac- 
ticality to the conduct of our for- 
eign affairs, and that more is 
honesty — honesty with foreign 
countries and with the American 
people, 

“The Democrats became dishon- 
est in an attempt to be ‘realistic.’ 
Where has this landed us? Let 
me briefly review the record. Mis- 
trusting the American people, the 
Democratic administration kept 
its policies secret even when 
those policies were right. Harry 
Hopkins’s diaries, as edited by 
Robert Sherwood, reveal the de- 
ception that was practiced on 
the people in 1941. In that year 
we had a ‘common-law alliance’ 
with Great Britain. British staff 
officers came to Washington for 
military talks, but they wore 
mufti and their purposes were 
disguised. Our Navy convoyed 
British ships, but the people were

told we were merely patrolling.

fallen into the hands of Congress 
and the press, American prepara- 
tion for war might have been 
well-nigh wrecked.’ Mr. Sherwood 
calls this situation ‘ironic,’ It is 
more than ironic when an admin- 
istration calling itself democratic 
sees nothing wrong in telling lies 
to the people for what it con- 
ceives to be their own good. It 
is dishonesty compdunded by 
cynicism, 


“History shows now that back 
in 39, Administration circles pri- 
vately thought lend-lease would 
lead to war: Congress was told 
it was a peace measure. 

“History shows now that in 41 
commitments were made to Mr. 
Churchill at the Atlantic confer- 
ence: then, the Government de- 
nied them. 

“History shows now that in No- 
vember of 41, our Navy, while 
escorting British ships, was in a 
shooting war against German 
subs: the White House denied it. 

“And history shows that the 
State Department felt our de- 
mands on Japan would provoke 
her into an attack: it told us that 
these demands were a sound basis 


of peace in the Orient. 


“The pay-off to such an extra- 
constitutional foreign policy was 
Pearl Harbor.” 

“There are many long-time Dem- 
ocrats who claim that they 
wouldn't vote for Mr. Truman, 
even if he were ‘alive’.”

Interior Paints. 
OME weeks ago we wrote what 
we considered something of an 
epic on what to look for in a 
good exterior paint. Now we are 
about to take up the even more 
confusing subject of interior wall 
paints, 
The two extremes of interior 
wall paint are oil paint and calci- 


mine. Oil paint is applied in three 


coats over new plaster and two 
coast over old. It makes a durable 
finish and one that can be washed 
repeatedly without ill effects, The 
great disadvantage is the time and 
effort in application and the smell 
of fresh paint that sometimes lin- 
gers for days after the painters 
have left. Calcimine, on the other 
hand, goes on in one coat, dries 
fast and doesn’t smell. The dis- 


advantage of this finish is that it 
can’t be washed and has to be re- 


moved before a new finish can be | 


applied. 


In recent years many water- | 
thinned paints have come on the 


market. Some of these are casein 
or resin emulsion paints and while 
water is used as a vehicle many 
brands of water-thinned paints can 
be washed with good results. The 
advantage of these paints is the 
speed of drying, lack of odor and 
the ability to cover a surface in 
one coat (sometimes). 
these paints can’t be painted over 
while others can. Added to this 
list of one-coat, fast-drying paints 
is.a new oil paint which, we are 
told, is washable. We haven't tried 
it yet.

New Methods of Treatment, Tells 

of Work He and Others Are Doing 

to Curb Disease in His Country 
By Philip Pierce 


30 years has been fighting tu- 

berculosis, one of the major 
killers in his native state of My- 
sore, India, sat in his hotel room 
here the other day and described 
the operation he had seen that 
afternoon in a local hospital. 

In a minute hand he wrote: 

“After the suturing of the bron- 
chus the patient’s heart stopped 
beating. Intracardiac injections 
and oxygen were given the pa- 
tient, and the ova was mas 
saged. 

“Two minutes passed. but the 
heart did not respond. Then five, 
10, 15 minutes elapsed. Every face 
in the operating room was down- 
cast. The staff continued, how- 
ever, to massage the heart and to 
give oxygen. At the 2ist minute 
the heart contracted. After irreg- 
ular e¢ontractions of two minutes 
it began to beat regularly. The 
patient survived the operation. 

“IT had given up hope after five 
minutes. These people—the doc- 
tors, anesthetists, nurses—worked 
with the utmost concentration and 
efficiency to save a life, even 
when it seemed in vain. This has 
been the most impressive thing I

It has been an important lesson.” 
It was to learn the latest devel- 
opments in the treatment of tu- 
berculosis and chest surgery that 
Dr. B. Jaya Ram, head of My- 
sore’s Department of Tuberculo- 
sis, had come to the United States 
for a two-and-a-half-month study 
tour. Dr. Ram, who seems happy 
to travel a couple of thousand 
miles to pick up an additional fact 
about tuberculosis, will go from 
here to Switzerland for further 
study. In India he had performed 
various chest operations learned 
from medical journal accounts of 
operations by St. Louisan, Dr. 
Evarts A. Graham, a pioneer in 
the field, and other surgeons. 
Amiable and soft-spoken, Dr. 
Ram's only lapse from an impec- 
cable English accent was a ten- 
dency to convert “o” into “wo.” 
The bright American bow tie he 
wore added a rather incongruous 


touch to his sober English suit- 
ing. His room was piled high 
with the latest American medical 
journals, books, scientific equip- 
ment and even two boxes of golf 
balls. “They cost $30 a box in the 
black market in India,” he ex- 
plained. 

Discussing the results of his 
trip, Dr. Ram said he had learned 
enough to put Mysore many years 
ahead of its current status. “You 
see,” he caid, “we have not had 
much contact with the newest de- 
velopments in tuberculosis because 
of the war. I had planned to 
come to the United States in 1939, 
but the day I was to sail the war 
— 99 and all passages were can- 

ed 

America’s most important con- 
tribution toward controlling tuber- 

culosis, Dr. thought, is 
primarily in organization and de- 
velopment of facilities, and in 
mass detection and treatment of 
the disease. “Though we in India 
do many of the things that are 
done here,” he said, “we don't 
do them on the mass scale and 
with the same efficiency that 
American medicine has achieved.” 

One* American procedure he 
plans to install is the use of mini- 
ature radiography. This is a 
method of X-raying as many as 
1000 persons a day. He has al- 
ready ordered the mobile X-ray 
equipment and plans to keep it 
constantly on tour among the 
7,000,000 inhabitants of Mysore’s 
25,000 square miles. The state is 
ruled by a maharaja. 

The first man in India to per- 
form a rib removal and the opera- 
tion on the Phrenic nerve in 
cases of tuberculosis, Dr. Ram 
also wants to be the first to in- 
troduce the use of streptomycin 
on a mass scale in the treatment 
of the disease. 

“In India a series of treatments 
with the drug costs $1000,” he 
said. “Here it costs about $60, 
and is freely made available to 
poorer patients. I hope the day 
isn’t far off when we can get 
large amounts of the drug cheap- 
ly. You see, only 15 per cent of 
my patients can afford to pay

Dr. Ram’s difficulties are not 
completely summed up in lack of 
beds. In his hospital he has one 


He 
has been trying for three years 
to get a new anesthesia apparatus 
and has only just been able to 
order it. Nevertheless, Mysore is 
further advanced in the treatment 
of the disease than any other 
India state, he said.

HE drive against tuberculosis 
T is just one of the many facets 
of the Indian renaissance de- 
veloping from India’s new free- 
dom, Dr. Ham stated. 

There is now a complete plan 
for the reconstruction of India, 
he said. This campaign includes 
improvement of medicine, in- 
dustry, education, and the general 
uplift of the people. With that 
end in view the government of 
India and the state governments 
are sending students to universi- 
ties in the United States and 
Britain to equip them to help 
revive India. 

“In medicine alone Mysore has 
sent 25 men to the two countries 
he said. “And while 
I have been in the United States

disease. He was also much im- 
pressed by the rehabilitation pro- 
gram for patients at Koch Hos- 
pital under the direction of Ben- 
jamin Small. “Koch Hospital has 
the most extensive rehabilitation 
program that I have seen in this 
country,” he sai

is invaluable, and yet it is 
given freely. On behalf 
of my people I should like to ex- 
press my deepest appreciation to 
American medicine.” 

Despite the latest developments 
he will take back to India, Dr. 
Ram, who is a member of the 
executive committee of the Tuber- 
culosis Association of India, has 
en big job ahead. For Mysore, like 


most of India, fee an neni tu- 
berculosis death rate of 150 to 200 
persons per 100, persons, com- 
pared with the United: States 36. 


There are places in India, Dr. 


Ram said, where the tuberculosis 
death rate is 300 annually. 

Hospital facilities for tubercu- 
losis patients in India represent 
only a fraction of the need. 
Though India’s annual death rate 
from the disease is about 500,000, 
there are only 6000 hospital beds 
in all India for tuberculosis pa- 
tients. Millions require hospitali- 
zation and other care. 

Mysore, where at least 14,000 
persons habe the, disease, has only 
700 beds for them, and it has more 
beds than any other state in 
India. Even so, the situation is 
much better than when Dr. Ram 
took charge of the tuberculosis 
division in 1929. At that time 
there were only 24 beds. He hopes 
to have 2000 beds in two years, and 
5000 before he retires, He admits, 
however, that even the latter fig- 
ure falls far short of the need.

Rights. As you probably have 
read, the vote adopting the inter- 
national declaration of human 
rights was 12 in favor, with four 
abstentions. The Soviet Union at- 
tached to the declaration a state- 
ment that it considered the report 
a very weak document with some 
very bad points and, therefore, 
abstained from voting in favor of 
it. 


To go back to the early days 
of the commission, I think it is 


true to say that there never was. 


any co-operation from the Rus- 
sian member until the Geneva 
meeting. At Geneva, their inter- 
est was expressed throughout the 
discussion, but, just as occurred 
in New York, they abstained from 
the final vote. 
. 


IN NEW YORK in the session 
just concluded, the Slavic bloc— 
the Soviet Union, the Ukraine, 
Byelorussia and Yugoslavia—was 
very active and took a great in- 
terest, but again abstained be- 
cause their main interest in hu- 
man rights centers about social 
and economic problems. They 
also are extremely jealous of any 
interference with the sovereign 
rights of a nation within its own 
borders. 

The rest of the states accepted 
the fact that human rights, if 
they are to be recognized all over 
the world, would require a rec- 
ognition of world opinion. They 
realized that if violations occurred 
it might be necessary either for 
the people of a government to 
complain of their own govern- 
ment, or for another nation to 
point out the shortcomings of the 
violating nation.

ONE .OF THE most frequent 
differences that came up in the 
writing of the articles was the 
desire of the Soviet Union to in- 
clude the words: “In conformity 
with the laws of their country.” 
Naturally, practically everything 
must be in conformity with the 
laws of our countries, but there 
might be occasions when the laws 
of a country conflicted with what 
had become an acknowledged in- 
dividual right. 

The differences in the economic 
systems in the various countries 
brought us long lectures from the 
eastern European group time and 
again.

failed to tell us of their success 
in housing, medica] care, full em-

On one occasion, the delegate 
from Lebanon pointed out that 
we might have full employment, 
and be housed and fed and clothed 
well, but still if we were not al- 
lowed, as individuals, to think 
freely and to speak freely we 
would have lost some of the most 
essential freedoms cherished by 


man. These freedoms, however, 


do not loom as important in the 
eastern European countries. 

And this is understandable, be- 
cause they never loom very im- 
portant when a man’s stomach is 
empty. Men must first be fed be- 
fore he can begin to think of 
freedom in its wider sense.

ORRECT cookery and its ef- 
C fects on the palatability of 

liver has been demonstrated 
in a test kitchen in a Chicago 
packing plant over a period of six 
years. A total: of 326 men in 
training to purchase meat for 
large quantity food service served 
as testers. 

In eight tests, pork liver was 
prepared in three different ways. 
In all three ways, the liver was 
sliced one-half inch thick, the 
slices were dredged in flour sea- 
soned with salt. In the first case, 
the liver was browned in bacon 
fat and a little water added, in 
the second it was browned in 
lard with a little water added, in 
the third it was browned in bacon 
drippings with a little catchup 
added. All three skillets were 
covered and the liver 
mered for 30 minutes, When these 
livers were served, more testers 
thought they were eating beef, 
veal or lamb liver rather than 
pork liver. The liver cooked in all 
three ways were judged a delicious 
product. 

Tests were also conducted with 
beef, pork and lamb liver and 
each was prepared in the same 
way by dredging the sliced liver 
in flour seasoned with salt, 
browning in lard and adding a 
little water, covering and simmer- 
ing 30 minutes. Each tester was 
asked to identify each of the 
three kinds of liver. 

Among 27 testers served lamb 
liver, six preferred it, 21 of them 
identified it as lamb liver, three 
called it beef liver, two called it 
pork and one called it veal. When 
served beef liver, 13 preferred it, 
three called it lamb liver, 20 called 
it beef, two pork and two veal. 
When served pork liver, eight 
preferred it, 20 called it beef liver, 
two called it pork and five called 
it veal. These tests prove that 
the prejudices against certain 
kinds of liver are not’ justified. 
And it also shows that if properly 
prepared, the less popular pork 
and lamb liver may be preferred 
and identified as a higher priced 
kind of liver.

One pound lamb or pork liver, 
sliced; three fourths cup cracker 
crumbs, one half teaspoon salt, 
one egg, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one tablespoon water, two 
tabl butter.

Dip slices of liver first in crack - 
er crumbs, then in egg beaten 
with the lemon juice and water, 
then again in the cracker crumbs.

Serve 
with catchup sauce made by heat- 
ing all the ingredients together 
with the residue left in the pan.
